Compartmented Information Branch is responsible for maintaining 
the central control for security clearances held by employees in the Intelligence 
Community. There are 75, 000 people on record who have security clearances. 


8. The Agency is scheduled to begin in the near future its telecom 
contact with the National Intelligence Center at Fort Holabird. The Armed 
Forces have consolidated their indicies into an IBM Data System at Fort 
Holabird and it is anticipated that our proposed telecom access with this facility 
will increase the effectiveness of the Security Records and Communications 
Division.
